A, Yes, and especially im Kauffering, and in Muhldorf, — 
they were canps reserved for the Jews, and Kauffering wae such a horrible camp, that 


had it not been filled up from time to time by transporte coming from Auschwits, 

it would have died out within 10 months, It was a camp holding from 10,000 to 11,000 

men. The barracks were in a most horrible state, because there was no basement. 

They were damp and wet. These conditions gave place to most diseases. The number of 

the dead was about 50 to 60 each day and the hospital personnel dic not even try to 

r egioter the dead with the necessary speed, so that here in Dachau we got the re- 

porte of the etrength of Kauffering with figures which were a1] the time missing.

than here, Muhldorf held about four thousand te five thousand men. The conditions 

ef work were still worse. This camp was for Jews, The prisoners still hed no 

opportunity to have a good wash, good cleaning opportunity. They left the bar- 

racks early in the morning to go to the factory and came back late in the evening 

about 10 o'clock, So thet there was only 6 hours tise left for them for sleeping, 

for eating, and for cleaning themselves.

je What was your funstion in this experimental station. A. I was a clerk. 

+» In light of your being at tiie investigation what would you gay of interest to 

this proceeding as to what you know of this experimental station? A. First I want 
to talk about experizents about air pressure in connection with the Luftwaffe. The 
Luftwaffe delivered here at the Concentration Camp at Dachau a cabinet constructed 
of Wood and motal measuring one meter square and two moters high, It was possible 
in thie cabinet to either decrease or increase the air pressure. You could observe 
through a little window the reaction of the subject inside the chamber. ‘The purpose 
of these experinents in the cabinet was to test hunan carey tan the subject's capa- 
city and ability to take large amounts of pure oxygen and then to test his reaction 


to a gradual decrease of oxygen-a)most approaching infinity. This ssounted to a 


vacuum chamber in what hed been a pressur: chasber at the beginning of the experigzent. 
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A. (Gont.) Such prisenere were chosen for these experiments upon written request 
which was sent to Berlin, Suggested names of prisoners in this cap were cent and 
authorisation was received here in camp. Then the experiment was begun. Dr, Sig- 
mand RASCHER actually picked the physical subjects and sent the names to Berlin, 


He chose those persons fram the group in camp within the punishment Company, which 
group was made up of political prisoners who had already been sarked for extermina- 
tion. A few convicts were anong these political prisoners, having been placed there 


merely to depress the morale of the political prisoners and, so, a few convicts were 
killed along with the others. 


Q. That do you know of the so-called “Rascher Process?" A, The process so-called 


is more or less a slang term. It was simply a method of testing a person's ability 


to withstand extreme air pressure. Some experiments would have no visual physical 


ffect on a person but would only be indicated by meter recordings. There were ex- 


tremes, however, in these experiments, I have personally seen through the observa- 


tion window of the chamber when a prisoner inside would stand a vacuum until his 


lungs ruptured. Some experiments gave mm such pressure in their heads that they 


would go mad: and pull out their hair in an effort to relieve the pressure. They 


would tear their heads and face with their fingers and nails in an attempt to maim 


thenselves in their madness, They would beat the walls with their hands and head 


amd seream in an effort to relieve pressure on their eardrums. These cases of ex- 


trenes of vacuums generally ended in the death of the subject. An extreme experiment 


was so certain to result in death that in many instances the chamber was used for 


routine execution purposes rather than an experiment. I have known RASCHER's exp erin 


Qos to subject a prisoner to vacuum conditions or extreme vressure conditions or 


combinations of both for as long as thirty minutes, The experiments were generally ~.
